DIPHTHERIA  IMtlUNISATION. 


This  service  has  been  continued  during  the  year. 
Pollowirig  a  mass  immunisation  of  school  children  in  the 
various  schools,  the  local  medical  practitioners  continue 
to  treat  any  school  children  whom  they  find  who  have  not  been 
immunised,  or  who  may  be  similarly  discovered  by  the  Health 
Visitor  or  by  the  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer  during 
his  school  visits.

SCABIES . 


Cases  of  scabies  discovered  in  the  Rural  District  were 
treated  at  the  Scabies  Centre,  33,  Morton  Road,  Exmouth. 

The  children  were  kept  in  the  building  from  5-7  days 
and  then  returned  to  their  homes. 

Benzyl  benzoate  emulsion  v;as  used,  and  each  child 
received  two  painting. 

Cases  complicated  by  impetigo  were  retained  for  a 
longer  time,  and  were  imder  the  supervision  of  a  general 
practitioner  specially  appointed  for  this  duty. 

The  number  of  scabies  cases  treated  during  the  year  was 
100.  Included  in  this  figure  v/ere  8  girls  from  the 
Forestry  Branch  of  the  Womens  Land  'Army.

The  supervision  and  treatment  of  these  diseases  is  a  service 
of  the  County  Authorities,  and  is  conducted  at  a  Clinic  in  Exeter. 
There  are  no  clinics  in  the  Rural  District. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 


43  cases  of  Typhoid  (Type  C)  were  reported  in  January  and 
February  from  the  Devon  Western  Mental  Hospital.  The  origin  of 
the  outbreak  was  traced  to  a  in-patient  carrier. 

Other  Infectious  diseases  did  not  show  any  material  change 
in  incidence  from  those  notified  during  the  previous  year.
